A Strike  of  Artistes. 


The  Bracale  opera  company  had  another 
accident  last  night,  with  results  even  more 
unfortunate  than  the  loss  of  their  music  ii^ 
the  train  on  Friday,  for  this  time  they  were 
not  able  to  give  any  performance  at  all.  We 
ware  told  that  Signor  Dadone  was  ill ; then 
that  “ Bobfcme”  would  be  given;  finally— at 
10  p.m. — that  it  was  impossible  to  give  any- 
thing, and  that  we  might  have  our  money 
back.  It  appears  that  the  chorns  and  orchestra 
chose  this  moment  to  go  on  strike,  demanding 
their  passages  home  on  the  conclusion  of  the 
season,  for  whioh  no  provision  was  made  in 
their  contracts.  Signor  Bracale  informs  us 
that  terms  satisfactory  to  both  parties  have 
now  been  agreed  upon  and  that  there  is  no 
danger  of  the  incident  being  repeated. 

There  was  much  indignation  last  night 
among  disappointed  visitors  from  Jiamien, 
many  of  whom  seemed  inclined  to  demand 
their  tram  fares  back  as  well  as  the  price  of 
their  theatre  tickets.  Some  ladies  and  gentle- 
men of  the  chorus  explaiued  their  grievances 
to  a large  circle  of  friends  at  an  adjoining 
cafe.  On  tin  whole,  not  an  unamusiDg 
evening. 

In  the  afternoon  the  company  gave“Boheme,” 
and  it  is  really  a great  thing  to  have  heard 
Signor  Lazaro  as  Rndolfo.  We  have  not  heard 
such  a good  tenore  hggitro  in  Egypt  for  years. 
And  Mimi,  whom  we  last  heard  waking  the 
echoes  amid  the  Pyramids  of  Ghizeh,  was  also 
exce’lent.  Signora  SoUri  was  billed,  but  did 
not  appear.  Yesterday's  Mimi,  whom  we  take 
to  be  Signora  Desaua,  has  a habit  of  anony- 
mity — there  were  no  programme^  at  the 
Pyramids  - qnite  inexplicable  in  so  capable  a 
prana  donna.  Signor  Belleti  took  Signor 
Dadone’8  place  as  Marcello  with  complete 
success,  and  Signor  Fiore  and  Signora  Benigni 
also  gave  good  accounts  of  themselves.

'submit  to  it  special  notes  explanatory  of  the 
working  of  their  various  de;  artments  and  of 
the  roles  and  regulations  in  vogue  for  the 
admission  of  new  officials.  They  were  also 
ordered  to  have  all  their  books  in  readiness  for 
examination. 

On  Saturday  afternoon  the  Commission 
made  an  inspection  of  the  municipal  works  at 
Chatby. 

A representative  of  the  “Egyptian  Gazette” 
yesterday  asked  a well-known  official  of  the 
Municipality  whether  the  Commission  would 
succeed  in  unveiling  many  scandals.  He 
replied  that  “the  mere  examination  of  the  dos- 
siers of  appointments  and  promotions  will 
disclose  a number  of  serious  scandals.” 

The  “Garida”  states  that  many  officials,  who 
were  dismissed  from  their  posts  by  Dr.Graham, 
after  the  scandalous  revelations  a few  years 
ago,  have  been  since  reinstated  in  their  former 
posts.  The  correspondent,  who  gives  this 
information  to  the  ‘‘Garida,”  asks  the  Com- 
mission to  find  out  how  and  why  these  officials 
were  brought  back,  and  he  suggests  that  Dr. 
Graham  should  be  appointed  to  sit  on  the

THE  NEW  DRAINAGE. 

Inauguration  at  Ebsham. 

(From  Our  Special  Correspondent) 
Ebsham,  March  16. 

Lord  Kitchener’s  party  left  Mehalla-el-Kebir 
for  this  place  on  Saturday  afternoon  by  four 
motor-oars,  in  the  first  of  which  was  the  British 
Agent,  Sirri  Pasha  and  Moheb  Pasha,  in  the 
second  Mr.  Macdonald,  Birch  Pasha  and 
Mokhsen  Pasha,  in  the  third  Mr.  Macauley, 
Mr.  Williams  and  Captam  Fitzgerald  and  in 
the  fourth  Mr.  Prowde,  Mr.  Williams,  Mr. 
Wild  and  Mr.  Graves.  7’hey  accomplished  the 
distance  of  42  kilometres  iu  a little  over  two 
hours. 

On  arriving  here  the  party  walked  first  to 
the  big  tent  which  had  been  erected,  and  just 
in  front  of  it  Lord  Ritchener  planted  a 
sycamore  fig  tree. 

The  party  then  entered  the  tent,  where  500 
notables  awaited  them.  An  address  of  welcome 
was  read,  to  which  Lord  Kitchener  replied  in 
suitable  terms. 

Proceeding  outside  again,  the  chief  ceremony 
of  the  day  was  then  performed.  Lord  Kitchener 
was  handed  a silver  fas,  and  with  this  imple- 
ment he  cut  the  first  sod  of  the  new  works 
afterwards  hauding  it  to  Sirri  Pasha  and  Moheb 
Pasha,  each  of  whom  also  cut  a sod.  As  Lord 
Kitchener  drove  the  hoe  into  the  ground  1,300 
men,  by  preconcerted  signal,  commenced  work 
on  the  alignment  of  the  new  main  drain. 
Afterwards  the  five  tents  of  the  notables  were 
visited,  and  Lord  Kitchener’s  party  lunched  in 
the  special  train  that  was  waiting  at  the  station. 
Subsequently  his  lordship  drove  to  Sakha, 
while  his  party  returned  to  Cairo. 

OnLord  Kitchener's  departure  theKhedivial 
Anthem  was  played.  His  lordship,  who  was 
dressed  in  a blue  suit  and  a felt  hat,  appeared 
in  excellent  health  and  spirits  and  frequently 
acknowledged  the  salutes  of  those  present  as 
he  drove  off. 


CUSTOMS  ADMINISTRATION. 

Officials  and  Hashish  Smuggling. 

On  Friday  last  a Council  of  Discipline  of 
the  Customs  Administration  deoided  to  dismiss 
iree  petty  officials  of  that  Administration  for 
raving  assisted  in  smuggling  hashish,  by 
passing  the  drug  through  the  Castoms  at 
Alexandria  concealed  in  merchandise. 

The  “Bourse  Egyptienne”  recently  had  an 
article  on  the  subject  of  customs  offi 
cials  and  hashish  smuggling  and  in  it? 
ast  issue  a paragraph  appeared  regret- 
ting the  publication  and  pointing  out 
that  the  charges  did  not  contain  a general 
accusation  against  the  officials  of  that 
Administration,  but  referred  to  certain  subal 
tern  officials,  and  that  the  newspaper  had 
transmitted  these  charges  to  the  Director 
General  of  the  Administration  at  his  request. 

The  Administration  bo3  withdrawn  the 
prosecution  for  defamatory  libel  instituted  at 
the  British  Consulate  Alexandria,  against  Mr. 
Ienry  Boutigny,  the  proprietor  of  the 
paper. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  Administration 
attempted  to  consider  the  matter  as  a 
criminal  libel.  The  test  of  the  criminal 
aw,  as  regards  libel,  is  : has  the  defen 
dant  in  publishing  the  libel  done  an  act 
ikely  to  lead  to  a breach  of  the  peace,  or  to 
outrage  the  public  conscience,  or  good  morale, 
or  to  endandger  the  safety  of  the  state  J The 
Administration  is  well  advised  in  desisting 
from  further  proceedings.
